l-ir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  nj  report  on  the  Public 
Health  of  the  District  for  1965«  As  in  previous  years,  the  report  of  the 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  inspector  is  included. 

Dr.  A.A.G.  Carson,  H.3. ,B. Ch. ,B.A.O. ,D. P.H.  who  was  medical 
officer  of  Health  during  I965  resigned  with  effect  from  iiarch  6th,  1966,  on 
accepting  a  post  in  another  county. 

The  Fuegistrar  General’s  mid-year  estiiaate  of  the  population 
was  2,450.  This  is  a  similar  figure  to  those  obtained  in  I964,  1963  and 
1962.  There  were  32  live  births  and  37  deaths  during  1965*  Onl;)"  three 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  below  54  years  of  age.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths  and  no  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  One  stillbirth  was 
reported. 


No  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  registered,  and  no  person 
was  notified  as  suffering  from  poliomyelitis. 

I  should  like  to  express  lay  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  committee  for  their  support,  and  to  the  Staffs  of  the  Local 
Authority  and  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Local  Health  Office  for  their 
help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

caused  27.07b  of  all  deaths.  Coronary  artery  disease,  with  4  deaths,  caused 
lO.S/o  of  all  deaths. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  5  deaths,  or 
13.5/0  of  all  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
S;'stem,  including,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  are  combined  a 
figure  of  15  deaths  is  arrived  at,  thus  4C.5;'b  of  all  deaths  was  from  these 
causes. 

Cancer  caused  7  deaths  or  18.9/o  of  all  deaths.  Three  of 
these  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of ‘lung  and  bronchus 3  in  other  words  42.9/0 
of  all  cancer  deaths  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lun„  and  bronchus.
